FALL CULTIVATION 

With the soil dry throughout most 
of the Prairie Provinces and harvest- t 
ing almost completed, an excellent j 
opportunity presents itself to “take 
a crack” at perennial weeds. 

The past few wet seasons have 
prevented efficient cultivation after 
harvest. The result is a tremendous 
increase in Canada Thistle, Sow • 
Thistle and Couch Grass in Western 
Canada. Fall cultivation will not 
completely eradicate these weeds but 
will certainly greatly weaken them. 

Canada thistle and sow* thistle 
plants which grew in a grain crop 
during the summer have been pre¬ 
vented, through the competition of 
the crop, from storing any appre¬ 
ciable quantity of food in their 
roots. However, once the gruin crop 
is liarvested the thistles no longer 
have competition and are free to 
store up food supplies to be used 
next season. Now is the time to 
take a “whack” at them and prevent 
this build-up. 

Choice of Implement. Any culti¬ 
vation implement that will make a 
clean job of cultivation is satisfac¬ 
tory for the iob. ’Hie one-way 
might be first choice, but a cultiva¬ 
tor with sharp shovels is quite satis¬ 
factory. The important thing is to 
cut off all the thistles. 

Couch Grass Different, Fall cul¬ 
tivation for couch grass control is 
auite different to cultivation for 
thistle control. Where a field is to 
be cropped next year the object this 
Fall should be to drag as many 
couch grass roots as possible to the 
surface of the soil. The duckfoot 
cultivator or spring-tooth cultivator 
will do a good job. Two or three 
times over a badly infested field 
will bring a surprisingly large ton¬ 
nage of couch grass roots to the sur¬ 
face. Two or three hours exposure 
to bright sunshine will kill them. 
Not all the couch grass roots will be 
killed, of course, but the eomneUtion 
to next year’s grain crop will be re¬ 
duced. 

Yes, fall cultivation is a means of 
seriously weakening jjerennial weeds. 
Let’s ‘hit* them while we have a 
good clianug

One of medicine's moat difficult 
problems is premature birth. In¬ 
fante who arrive early are not actu¬ 
ally ready to begin life in our world. 
They are too email, and their ner¬ 
vous eyateme are atill undeveloped. 
Infectious disease* find them easy 
prey. Their feeding is difficult. 

In spite of all this, doctors now 
have new tools 
with which to Aght 
for a baby’s life 
when standard 
treatment fails. 

When a child 
arrives prema¬ 
turely, the doctor 
usually putt it in¬ 
to an incubator, a 
sealed crib with special heaters, a 
supply of pure oxygen and Alters de¬ 
signed to keep out dangerous germs. 

Protecting the infant from infac¬ 
tion is the big problem. In spite of 
air Alters, germs can atill attack 
the child. And recent investigations 
show that the best way to combat 
the infectious invaders is with the 
antibiotic drugs that are effective 
against many different germs. 

Malnutrition of the mother is be¬ 
ing studied as a possible cause of 
premature birth. Preliminary stud¬ 
ies indicate that there is danger of 
premature birth unless the expect¬ 
ant mother is getting enough 
vitamin E, the ao-celled fertility 
vitamin in wheat germ oil, and vita¬ 
min K, which promotes healthy 
blood circulation. 

The laboratories have developed 
nutritional supplements like Obron 
to provide in capsule form the vita¬ 
mins and minerals needed by a 
pregnant woman. 

Much more will have to be learned 
by science before premature births 
actually can be prevented. However, 
their number is gradually decreas¬ 
ing. And when a baby does arrive 
before its time, today’s chances ol 
survival are much greater than they 
were even Ave yean ago. .

Homemakers who have won the 
battle of bath tub rings nnd streaky 
dishes know' the value of detergents. 
But these man-made cleaning agents 
have other uses besides speeding up 
household chores. 

In industry, detergents have a hand 
in the making of all sorts of things. 
They go into lubricating oils, printing 
inks and embalming fluids and serve 
just as ably aB they do In the family 
wash. Perhaps you’re used to washing 
your hair with detergent-containing 
shampoos, but did not know' that the 
dress you wear owes something to de¬ 
tergents besides its clean, fresh look? 

It w’as, in fact, the textile industry 
that first developed detergents many 
years ago. l T p to that time soap had 
been used to wash raw fibres, but 
its chemical disadvantages prompted 
scientists to look for a better cleaning 
agent. And after many years of re¬ 
search detergents were born. 

Despite the great discovery of the 
textile industry, it was a long time 
before ‘detergents’ became a house¬ 
hold word. The natural oils that pro¬ 
duced them were much too costly for 
the average home-maker. During the 
1930’s the booming petroleum indus¬ 
try partly solved this problem by pro¬ 
viding ingredients for better and 
cheaper detergents. 

However, it wasn’t till World War 
Two that the housew'ife was affected 
by all this research. Then, the criti¬ 
cal shortage of soap was the mother 
of invention. To stretch the supply, 
science developed what is called ex¬ 
tenders. To stretch the power of de¬ 
tergents and at the same time lowered 
the cost so that every housewife 
could afford them. 

Back in 1940 only a few thousand 
pounds of detergents were use in 
Canada. By 1946. they had tuken on 
u variety of forms and 20 million 
pounds of flakes, pastes and liquids 
found their way Into dlshpans, wash¬ 
ing machines and industry. Last year 
with the added attraction of delicate 
pastel hues, Canadians bought 130 
million pounds of man made deter¬ 
gents.
